First, the men under her supervision, 
resented having a woman boss; and secondly, although she 
had renounced her United States citizenship, she was still 
considered a "foreigner" as an ex-American and many people 
in Ghana felt that such a post should have gone to native 
born citizen of Ghana. Shirley travels all over Europe 
picking up good communist educational programs to be shown 


on the Ghana government operated television, according to 
her brother. x 


Mr. Graham said that the land in Ghana is not 
individually owned, but all belongs to the government. 
Persons may use the land alloted to them as long as they 
desire; but when they no longer use it or vacate it, it 
is given to another citizen for use. The government sees 
to it that its citizens are properly paid for their work, 
and. that they do not become enslaved by domestic or 
foreign capitalists, as has been the case in much of 
Africa elsewhere. 


Despite "Ghana's Giant Step Forward" (the topic 
of his presentation), according to.Mr. Graham, they have a 
grave shortage of hospitals, doctors and teachers. He 
said that in fact educators in all fields are needed and 


for the most part are welcome, but more especially if 
they are of Negroid ethnic stock. According to —] 
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Graham said that 80 percent of the school teachers are 
communists or communist educated. 


Foreign capital is also welcome in Ghana, but 
because of the controlled economy, no one from the out- 
side could expect to get rich quick. Mr. Graham said 
that the progress made so far in Ghana, has seemed to 
stimulate their desire to remain a "socialist state".

. The Black Panther Party (BPP), organized in December, 
1966, at Oakland, California, by Huey P. Newton and Bobby George 
Seale, has the publicly-stated purpose of organizing black 
people to take control of the life, politics and destiny of 
the black community. The Party, operating the Black Panther 
Intercommunal News Service, publishes a newspaper called 
"The Black Panther," which at one time openly advocated the 
use of guns and guerrilla tactics in a revolutionary program 
to end the oppression of the black people but since early 
1971 has spoken for a survival program pending revolution. 
BPP national headquarters, also known as Black Panther 
Intercommunal Headquarters, is located in Oakland, California. 


While openly advocating direct overthrow of the 
U. S. Government by force and violence until 1971, leaders 
have since avoided extreme statements in favor of calling 
for action within the established order. Newton, in an 
interview appearing in the May, 1973 issue of "Playboy" 
magazine, stated the Panthers’ chief ambition is to change 
the American Government by any means necessary but that 
ultimately such change will be through armed violence. 


Despite its claimed dedication to community service, 
indicators of the BPP's continued attraction to violence 
persist. Since July, 1974, Newton and other BPP members have 
been arrested in Oakland, California, for threatening police 
officers, murder of a 17-year-old female and the pistol whipping 
of Newton's tailor. Newton failed to appear on these charges 
and is now a local fugitive. Additionally, one died and three 
were wounded as a result of a shóting at a BPP-sponsored 
dance in Oakland, California, in October, 1974.

"So I don't have to pay tribute to him. I 
will just say that I know he is with us this 
afternoon. We can feel his presence. We can feel 
his presence in this beautiful music, in these 
young people, the hope, the joy and the work that 
they do. 


"I feel very serious about this matter of 
writing. I remember that in the beginning was 
the word, and the word was God. Words are not 
regarded in the way they ought to be in Western 
civilization, if you can call it ‘civilization.’

"He condemned ROOSEVELT, his Works Progress Administration 
program, and said ROOSEVELT stopped socialism in the United States 
and gave the large United States corporations control of the

"Again and again he reiterated that United States was 
big business, run by business, and that business was doing every- 
thing possible to start war against the Soviet Union and China. 
He also stated that not only did American business firms control 
the Government but that they control European businesses as well. 
This all brings hardships for the Negroes since they are the ones. 
who understand the evils of this policy and as such, nnd cannot 
love their country, the United States.

Dr. Bu Bois's passport folder contains the following 
information regarding the ceremony in which an honorary Charles 
University Degree was bestowed on Dr. Du Bois held October 23, 
1958, at the University in Prague, Czechoslovakia. In his 
acceptance address Dr. Du Bois stated that the only countries 
which had even come close to obtaining socialism were the 
Soviet Union, China, Czechoslovakia and Yugodavia. He stressed 
the need for the use of socialism in the world's quest for peace 
and defined “true socialism" as being “pure communism! Dr. 

Du Bois reportedly gave the impression that none of the nations 
in the communist block have reached the stage of having pure 
communism, 


During the above ceremony Dr. Du Bois’ "honorary 
doctoral dissertation" was entitled "The Negro and Communism." 
In this he made the following points: 


1. His efforts to helf the American Negro had 
always been ineffectual until the success of the Russian. 
Revolution brought home to him the fact that the plight of 
the Negro was more economic than political or sociological. 


2. America has moved a long way towards socialism 
citing examples of Social Security, health insurance and medical 


care. 


3. American labor movement was reactionary. 


4. The American Negro could no longer be considered 
as part of a malleable mass which can be organized and led in 
the vanguard of the proletariat. 


The American Negroes have divided into classes just 
as have the American white peope and a definite American 
bourgeoisie has been formed.

The Soviets are fearful of the Chinese influence 
on the DU BOISes, in that they may lose their support in the 
ideological dispute with he Chinese.

Although the Soviets were not completely successful 
with WILLIAM DU BOIS, and much less successful with SHIRLEY 
DU BOIS, they were able to get WILLIAM DU BOIS to issue a 
public statement supporting the Soviet position in Cuba.

"Malcolm X's activity here was strictly a propaganda 
operation which he set up at the Hotel Semiramis, where some 
newsmen gathered. He made certain that his violent anti-U.S.

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"But when Malcolm X wanted to be with his pro- 
Communist friends he came over to the Hotel Omar Khayan, 
a former palace.

The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York 
Times," a daily newspaper published in New York, New York, 
contained an article on page 20 which indicated that 
MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former national official of the Nation 
of Islam (NOI) and Minister of NOI Mosque #7, New York, who 
broke with the NOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced in 
New York City on March 12, 1964, that he had formed the 
Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). The MMI, according to 
the article, would be a broadly based politically oriented 
black nationalist movement for Negroes only, financed by 
voluntary contributions. In this publie statement MALCOLM X 
urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violence when 
it is necessary to defend themselves in the civil rights 
struggle, and he also suggested that Negroes form rifle 
clubs to protect their lives and property in times of 
emergencies in areas where the government is unable or 
unwilling to protect them. 


Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 


1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
County, New York, New York, reflect that the MMI was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of New York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance with "accepted 
Islamie principals." The principal place of worship to 

be located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 


During an appearance over KYW - Television, 
Cleveland, Ohio, on April 7, 1964, MALCOLM X stated that 
the MMI does not stand for integration, but for complete 
freedom, justice, and equality for Negroes. He stated

The information furnished herewith concerns an individual who is believed to be 
covered by the agreement between the FBI and Secret Service concerning Presidential pro- 
tection, and tó fall within the ‘category or categories checked.

he joined the Communist Party United States of America (CP USA). 
His letter of application for membership in the CP USA and 

Gus Hall's acceptance were printed in the November 26, 1961 
edition of "The Worker". ; 


"The Worker" was formerly an East Coast 
Communist newspaper. 


Gus Hall is the General Secretary, CP USA. 


In the above letter, Dr. Du Bois states, "Communism... 
the effort to give all men what they need and to ask of each 
the best they can contribute...that is the only way of human life." 


On June 23, 1950, Louis F, Budenz, a self-confessed 
CP member and former editor of the "Daily Worker", advised that

Although progress in unity is being made, the 
enemy is intensifying his tactics to subvert that progress. 
The forces of colonialism and imperialism are at work, These 
are the sëme people or forces that initiated the South African 
declaration which gave the authority to rule South Africa 
to a handful of whites, and the Balfour declaration which 
created the state of Israel. These same forces helped write 
the constitutions of most new nations before they were granted 
independence. The result was that these nations were directed 
into adopting governmental systems that were unworkable and 
into granting concessions to their former colonial masters. 
The coups taking place in developing nations are not mere 
accidents but the calculated effort and planning of the imperia- 
lists, It was not an accident that Kwame Nkrumah was deposed, 
It is not by accident that wars are raging in Southeast Asia 
and in the Middle East. It is not by accident that the British. 
people refused to send troops to Rhodesia but can afford to send 


troops to a tiny black nation like Anguilla, It was not by accident 
that Portugal attacked the African nation of Guinea. 


Of ail the revolutions which have taken place in 
recent years, the one she admired most was that of Lybia in 
North Africa. The revolution was carried out by young army - 
officers, the oldest of whom was only twenty-seven. The revo- 
lution was carried out by these individuals without them appearing 
on radio or television. Great secrecy was maintained over their 
activities and at the time the coup took place the king was 
traveling abroad. The British Broadcasting Corporation reported 
that there was little trouble in Lybia but the people in Egypt 
knew there was definitely a revolution.
